Aug. 12, Oats, which were shooting on the 8th of July, now ripe. 

26, Double Meadow Saffron,(Colchicum autumnale plena) emerging; Black- 
berries, or fruit of the Brambles, (Rubus Corylifolius and Rubus fruli. 
cosus) ripe. 
29, Common Swallows (Hirundn rustica) in large flocks. 
Sept. 1, Variegated Meadow Saffron (Colchicum variegatum) flowering. 

8, Alder-leaved Clethra (Clethra Alnifolia), and European Sow bread (Cy- 
clamen Europceum), flowering. Wood-lark (Alauda Arborea) began 
to sing.

From the 24th of August, to the 30th, the Barometer was stationary at 30-2. On 
•he 17th of September, it got as high as SO- 1. On'the 16th and 18th it was at SO, The 
rest of the month it never got so high, and on the 6th and 7th it was only 29. 

The range of the Thermometer has been high for the season ; being, on the 28th of 
August, 62 ; at 8 a.m. on the 1st and 3d of September, it was 61 ; on the 18th, it was 
at 60 ; during the wet weather, it was lower for a few days, being on the 8th at 48, on 
the 9th 49. 

The Wind was observed N.W. 6 times; RE. 8 times; S.W. IS; S.E. 4.
